The Prince was living in tho capital
when tho Guatemalan Congress de-

clared Cabrera insane and the country
roso against him ar.d besieged tho
Oovernment. Tho Prince, a soldier by
training, accepted scrvlco as an off-

icer In tho dictator's forces and taught
the barefflojed soldicra to machine
guns. Ho drilled them day and night.
and under his direction, tho guns
played terribly havoo In battle.. The
Cabrera forces lost, however, but the
Prince experienced no dimculty, due
apparently to his rank.

DEATH 42 HOURS

Men Unable to Escape Be- -'

cause Craft Was Upended,
Nose on Bottom..

NEW DEVICE CALLS AID.

Passing Steamer Discovers
Plight Drills Into Hull

to Give Men Air.

BOSTON, Sept. 3. A massage
y frcm the steamer Alanthus,

whloh took off the crew of the
disabled submarine 8-- 5 off Cape
Henlopen, said that tho Alanthus,
accompanied by five other steam-
ers, was proceeding toward the
Delaware Capes with the 8-- 5 In

'tow. The message received at
the naval radio station here laidt

"S-- 5 seoured to Alanthus, fifty
feet of stern above water. Pos-

sibly slight negative buoyanoy.
Nose of boat on bottom.. Steam-
ers Brazos, Overton, Billingsley,
Putnam and WilJIam B. Preston
standing by. TowTng 3-- 5 to Del-

aware Capes. If Alanthus falls
to carry the tow the Brazos will
do the towing."
PHIIiADULPHIA, Sept, S. Thirty-fou- r

men ot tho United States Navy
Submarine 8-- 5 aro on their way to
Capo May oji tho steamship Allanthus,
after bclnsr rescued from thet bottom
of the sea forty-fiv- e miles south of
Capo Henlopen.

For thlrty-fiv- o hours I.lout. Com-

mander C. M. Cooke nnd his men In
the helpless uuhmurlne, hp
that her noso was sunk into the bot-

tom 168 feet under water, had waited
for an almost ccrtuln lingering death.
Tho torpedo tubes forward, through
which rescue from crippled submarines
on tho bottom is usually possible,
could not bo used because ot tho
boat's position.

Just what had happened was
by tho commanding officer In

a wireless dispatch to thn Navy De-

partment ufter tho rescue:
"Partly flooded whllo making crash

dive. Crew nnd olDcers saved. 8-- 5

at inclination of about CO degrees;
down by bow. Now secured to rf. B.

Alanthus. being towed to Delaware
Breakwater. Boat can bo salvaged.
Crow and olllcers still aboard Alan-
thus."

Their ono hope was the distress
buoy which had been released from
Its well on tho deck when It was
known the boat had lost tho power to
go to tho surface.

This devico Is like tho ordinary
metal buoy which bobs on tho waters
along tho channels to New York Bay.
Jt has a steel framo ovor Its top In
which is hung a bell and carries an
automatic acetylene gas flare.

Attached to the upper structure of
the buoy Is a water tight telephone
box with n buzzer which sounds con-
stantly until tho box Is opened and
tho Instrument lifted.
